COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Hillsborough County: 


In compliance with the provisions of the Public Statutes 
of the State of New Hampshire, the County Commissioners 
submit this, the seventy-third annual report of the County 
of Hillsborough, for the year ending December 31, 1919, con- 
taining the report of the Superintendent of the County Farm, 
Treasurer and other County Officers. 

The superintendency of the County Institution at Grasmere 
for the first three months was under the management of Mr. 
James M. George and Mrs. George as matron, and since April 
15, Judge John W. Center has been superintendent and Mrs. 
Gertrude F. Center, matron, and they have served to the en- 
tire satisfaction of the Commissioners and for the best inter- 
est of the County. The products of the farm have been large 
and economically produced considering the shortage of labor 
and the high cost of everything. 

The hospital was under the efficient management of Dr. B. 
Hj. Sanborn of Manchester as ‘Superintendent and Dr. W. A. 
Bartlett, Assistant, until April 1st, when Dr. Damase Caron 
was elected County Physician and has continued the work 
with great ability. Miss Addie M. Moore has been retained 
as matron and superintendent of nurses, Mrs. F. M. Spencer 
acted as assistant until July, and August 1st. Mrs. Jessie 
R. Corey returned from war work and was reinstated as assist- 
ant at the Hospital. Several much needed improvements 
have been made and the hospital has continued its work of 
ministering to the sick and unfortunate. 

The jail has been under the management of Sheriff John T. 
O’Dowd as jailer and Mrs. O’Dowd as matron, who have 
shown good work. 
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Necessary repairs have been made on County Buildings, 
at the County Farm, extensive repairs have been made on the 
heating plant, the washing machinery in the laundry was found 
in bad condition and one new washing machine has been in- 
stalled and repairs on the other have been made, but owing to 
the scarcity of labor and the high cost of all material, nothing 
but the most necessary repairs have been done. 

The number of prisoners at the farm has been small and 
much of the work has had to be done by hired help. 

We respectfully invite members of the Legislature and all 
persons interested in County affairs to visit the County Farm 
and examine it in all respects, particularly into the treat- 
ment of inmates and all details of the management. 

We extend our thanks to the Selectmen and Oversecrs of 
the Poor and all others who have been of assistance to the 
Commissioners in their work.

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SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 
Manchester, N. H., January 14, 1920. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of the County of 
Hillsborough: 


GENTLEMEN—I was only elected County Solicitor for a term 
beginning April 1, 1919, and qualified to assume the duties of 
this office. 

From ‘April 1, 1919, to December 31, 1919, the Grand Jury 
returned 140 indictments which were disposed of as follows: 
fifteen State Prison sentences, 44 Jail Sentences, and 3 sen- 
tences to the House of Correction at Grasmere. These State 
Prison, Jail and Goffstown sentences would include suspended 
sentences. . 

There were also 72 appeal cases from Police Courts, 20 Jail 
sentences and 6 sentences to the House of Correction at Gras- 
mere. These also include suspended sentences. 

There were two manslaughter indictments returned, one 
against Martin De Spiegleer, who pleaded guilty at the September 
term of court and was sentenced to from 25 to 30 years; and 
one against Demetrious Peppinikolas, who was sent for obser- 
vation to the State Hospital at Concord and appeared to be 
insane. . 

The case of State vs. Aristides Roberts was tried for the 
third time at the May term of court, the result being the same 
as the two previous trials—the jury disagreed. 

There are 36 cases now pending, 13 of which were pending 
at the time I entered office, 3 of which are to be extradited— 
whereabouts unknown or serving time in another State—and 
ten of which are appeals from Municipal Court. 

Following out the policy as a result of experience, criminals 
who are first offenders and are apparently endeavoring to re- 
form were given a suspended sentence where the crime was not 
one of great magnitude, mittimus to issue on call of the Solic- 
itor.

To the Honorable Board of Commissioners for Hillsborough 
County: 
GENTLEMEN : 


I hereby present to you my report as superintendent of the 
County ‘Almshouse and House of Correction for the year 
ending December 31, 1919: | 

Owing to prohibition there have been fewer prisoners com- 
mitted to our institution than in former years, and perhaps 
for the same reason the tendency has been that the new 
inmates brought to other departments of this institution were 
older and more feeble than those admitted in former years, 
and, consequently, less able to do much work. Thus we have 
had to hire more outside labor. 

The crops raised were very good, but the drought in June 
and July somewhat hurt the potatoes. 

During the year we have repaired the boilers and engines 
and have bought one new washing machine and made exten- 
sive repairs on the others. 

To all friends, including especially the W. C. T. U., who. 
have sent reading matter, gifts, and furnished entertainment 
for our patients, I extend hearty and sincere thanks. ‘To the 
physicians and chaplains, who have attended to their duties 
so cheerfully and faithfully, I extend my own and the county’s 
thanks. 

To the officers of the institution, the older ones who have © 
accorded it so many years’ faithful service, and the newer 
ones who have taken up their work with the idea of making 
this institution a model one of its kind, I extend my sincere 
thanks. 

To you, Messrs. Commissioners, I am very grateful for the 
courtesies, advice, help and service that you have rendered 
me.
